On 28 June 1963 CIA requested authoviiy to utilize a portion 
of Eglin Air Force Base in Florida for the covert ivaining of CIA 
controlled Cuban nationals. Use of Egliiui AOS will enable CIA to 
institute a survival training program for appr oximately 60 CIA con- 
trolled Cuban nationals per year. It will alse include participation 
by the five Army personnel outlined above. This request was approved 
on 23 July 1963 following a-survey of the installation by representatives 
of the CIA and the Department of Defense. 







Z. Material 

As of February 1963 a CLA request for two 173 foot ships 
belonging to the Air Force was fulfilled. These ships were trans- 
ferred to CIA after rehabilitation by the Air Force for use in CIA 
activities in the Miami area. 


OPERATIONS
